om their places.

many that the ditches they do have, 
do not function properly unless thor­ 
oughly cleaned. 
It is well for a te n n ­ 
er to remember that, even though his 
ditches may not be needed only onct 
or twice during the year, still he must 
have them unless he cares to los. 
a 
part of his crop. 
Ditches play a very important oart 
particularly on the farms in Southeast 
Missouri, and should not be nt glee ted 
or allowed to 
(become 
choked 
with 
w e ed s and grass simply because they 
aiv not needed only at long intervals 
While there is a lot of water on thi 
ground thuse who have nued to put in 
more ditches should pay careful a t­ 
tention, and possibly stake off 
their 
ditches. To do this work quickly dyn 
amite can be used successfully. 
Any­ 
one needing information or assistance 
should call the County Agent at New 
Madrid through the Farm Bureau of­ 
fice. 
They will be able to Secure dyn­ 
amite much cheaper and very likely 
Ik- able to borrow an electric blasting 
machine for short pereals.

Gen, Townsend’s army at the siege of 
Kut-el-Amara during the W orld W ar 
is given in the British Medical His­ 


tory of the war, 11 volutin-s of which 
have just been completed and pub­ 
lished. 
Scurvy, dyspentery and ma­ 
laria were prevalent, and many men 
actually died of starvation. 
The arm y’s rations early in March 
of 1916 consisted of 10 ounces of 
bread, one pound four ounces of meat, 
One ounce ol jam, half an ounce of 
ilt, half an ounce of ginger, two 
ounces of oatmeal and one and a half 
ounces of dates to the man. 
For the Indian troops the ration of 
10 ounces of barley flour, four ounces 
of unhusked barley, one ounce of <ihi, 
half 
an 
ounce 
of 
turmeric, 
eight 


o u n c e s of meat and one and a half 
ounces of dates. 
Fhi- was just over 
the subsistence tliel for the British 


r o o p s , and just under it for the In­ 
dian-, and an epidemic of scui*vy re­ 
sulted. 
During the latter part of March 
and early in April the rations were 
further decreased, and many of the 
men began to suffer 
acutely 
from 
hunger. 
I wo pounds of opium were 
obtained by airplane and one grain 
pills were given by the surgeons in 
selected cases to ameliorate the in­ 
tensity of the pain. 
Sugar was not 
obtainable, and as the supply of sac­ 
charine was small, it was used only 
for ho-pital cases.

a premium, and every variety oi sub­

k ut-cl-A m ara «luring tin* W orld W ar, 


is given in the British Medical lli*- 


tory of the war, II volumes of which 
have just been com pleted and pub­ 
lished. 
Scurvy, dyspentery and m a­ 
laria w ere prevalent, and many men 
actually died of starvation. 
T he a rm y ’s rations early in March 
of 1916 consisted of 10 ounces of 
bread, om- pound four ounces of meat, 
one ounce of jam, half an ounce of 
salt, half an ounce of ginger, two 
ounces of oatm eal and one* and a half 
ounces of dates to the man. 
For tlu* Indian troops the ration of 
111 ounces of barley flour, four ounces 
of unhusked barley , one ounce of Ghi, 
half

ounce 
of 
turm eric, 
eight 
ounces of m eat aiul one and a half 
ounces of «late*-. 
f his wax ju>t over 
the subsistence diet for tlu* British 
troops, and just under it for the In­ 
dian*, and an epidemic of scm»vy re­ 
sulted.

During the latter part of 
March 
and early in April the rations were 
further decreased, and many of the 
men began to suffer 
acutely 
from 
hunger. 
'Two pounds of opium were 
obtained by airplane and one grain 
pills were given by the surgeons in 
selected cases to am eliorate the in- 
tensitv of the pain. 
Sugar was not 
obtainable, and as the supply of sac­ 
charine was’ small, it was used only 
for hospital cases. 
Tobacco was at 
a prem ium , and every variety of sub­ 
stitute, including tea leaves, dried gin­ 
ger and dried orange leaves 
were

'The M oham m edan troops could not 
for some tim e be induced

m ore from hunger than their British 
com rades, who at«- it from the first 
issue.

4, 1915, to April 29, 1916, there were 
1050 adm issions to the hospital from
